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Mout Clare at Star Island. 


Isle of Shoals, N. H., Sept. 2, 1877. 
Editor Chicago Field: —Here I am with my “Fox” and El- 
elm on this little rock bound isle, and probably you will ask what 
Hi the deuce can a man be doing with a dog and gun in such a 
place. Well, he can't do much, but when an old batch sets out 
(rum home, and goes into other lands, a dog and gun Is not the 
worst compauy he can have by any means, even though he be on 
an Isle bare ol everything save here and there a patch of grass 
that battles with the rocks for life and the house that keeps him 
from the storms of the sea. However, there is oue satisfaction 
in this, that there is no dust and not much heat; but there are 
plenty of breezes straight from the bco, and plenty of 
cod, etc., straight from the sea, too, and not a few ob¬ 
jects of interest connected with the sea, and that is what we are 
here for. To be sure my gun has been of no use as yet, though 
it will be before I reach my native heath again; but the dog has 
beeu of use, for here where one has only the sea and such as love 
tile Bca to look upon, he has drawn many bright eyes upon him, 
and has brought his owner Into the good graces of several elder¬ 
ly ladles, and that has—well, even a dog is a good excuse for side 
remarks and to break through the little distasteful conventional¬ 
ities of society. I shall always take my dog along hereafter, 
yet I am a little jealous of the caresses he receives from so many 
fair hands. “Oh! you beautiful dog, do come here,” lias be¬ 
come quite familiar to my ears, and of course the dog’s owner can 
not resist such appeals from such sweet lips, and so all goes mer¬ 
ry, even though we arc strangers in a strange land. As I sit I 
cun look from my window far away—away out upon the wuters, 
and see nothing but white sails, blue sky, and the grayish blue of 
oceau, and the only sound that comes to me is the dashing of the 
waves upon the rocks below and far out upon the reefB. It is 
mid-day, aud the sea birds float lightly upon the waves or leisure¬ 
ly wing their way through the air above. For a few days quiet 
lids is just the place, and such a sleep as I had last night has not 
been mine for a long while past. The rough muBic of the break¬ 
ers put me early to sleep, and the delicious coolness of the morn¬ 
ing roused me early from my slumbers. Alone with my canine 
friend 1 wandered, while others slept, along the rocks, and we 
watched the sun rise with ail his glory from o’er the oceau, where 
the sky and water seem to meet, and break—with such a light as 
one never, never sees inland—the fading night. He sent a glitter¬ 
ing golden track of light along the surface of the water up to our 
very feet, aud as he rose higher and higher that path of light ex¬ 
panded over all. Far out upon the rocks and down between them 
in a deep, narrow cleft we sat upon the stone, where years 
ago a mother with her babe sought refuge, deserted 

by her friends and family, who fled before the 

approaching English. But one loses all kindly feeling when he 
sees the very spot where this mother, fearful that the crying of 
her babe might bring her foes upon her, dashed its brains out 
against the rocky walls. The curiosity hunter has been here 
with his hammer and marred the rocks that he might earfy away 
some tangible token o{ the place and deed. The name of Betty 
Moody makes one shudder and the visiting such a place is all the 
remembrance I care of Bueh a scene. The dark, damp feeling of 
the place made me seek with eagsrness the sun and rocks above. 
From here we wandered to the rock called Mrs. Underhill’s chair, 
where some twenty years ago, a lady of that name sat reading and 
dreaming, and while lost in thought to all about, was soon lost 
in person. A huge wave rolled up from the sea and catching her 
in its course swept her out to death, and not ten years after a 
like fate happened to two others of the gentler sex. One of these 
clinging for a second to the rocks rose to her full height, uttered 
a piercing shriek and then was swept close after her companion 
to the horror of the people who were witnesses of the scene. We 
wandered on and on along the rocks, thinking of the sad fate of 
these three women, and we thought too of the three fishers who 
went out upon the sea and the sun set, but they came not back, 
“for men must work and women must weep," you know. We 
turned for an instant from looking out upon the water and 
noticed a monument perched high upon the Isle. We wondered 
who was killed there, for we knew no one could have been buried. 
It is a stone erected to the memory of Capt. John Smith—per¬ 
haps you may have heard of him—who, with eight companions, 
while exploring the cost from Maine to Cape Cod, discovered 
these isles. There are other points of interest on the neighbor¬ 
ing Isles, aud having engaged the services of a sail boat for this 
afternoon, we shall visit them and finish our unsportsman-llke and 
rambling eplBtle with what we see and hear. \ 

The afternoon has passed and we have passed with it our time 
upon the water for the most part, the result, visits to scenes of 
horror and sadness and a rousing appetite for supper. But our 
first effort at the table was not k a success, as we called for 
“perch fried a la Tartar,” and by jovc our first mouthful made us 
think we had caught a Tartar. It would have taken a man with 
* tin lined mouth; tin, no, we think nothing less than cast Iron 
could have stood the dose. If you want highly seasoned provis¬ 
ions, call for “perch fried a la Tartar" at the Oceanic. We have 
never seen or tasted anything like It, and we pray that we may 
never again. ., 

We visited this'., afternoon Smutty Nose Island, and saw the 
house where that fiend Wagner murdered two defenceless 
women and then sat down at the table and ate his All. We also 


stood upon a little patch of green sward where a line of stones 
mark the graves of eighteen Spaniards who were wrecked upon 
these shoals years ago. What a strange history must have been 
theirs and what a strange death away upon a foreign shore; ship¬ 
wrecked, they met their death, even their names unknown. From 
these scenes of sadness we sailed away to the White Ledge light 
house, and saw the wonders of that beacon light that sends its 
rays through the night to warn the mariner of danger. I can sec 
it now from my window as it flashes red and bright, sending 
forth a track of light out upon the ocean. As I saw the sun rise 
from out the sea this morning, so to-night I saw him set away to 
the west behind the distant hills, lighting up with a blaze of lire 
that grand old town of Portsmouth, or, as Aldrich in Ills charm¬ 
ing strains calls it, Rivermouth. Such a sun rise aud such a sun¬ 
set. one sees not often. Well, I might go on and write of other 
scenes and other tales of sadness, death and shipwreck upon these 
Isles; but enough, I have passed away a little while in writing 
this, that might have hung heavily upon my hands. To-morrow I 
leave for the “Hub” of the universe, shall take a look into the 
canine exhibition, and will, pcrhapB, send you a few notes con¬ 
cerning it, which will be of more interest than this.

Capt. Scott, the Great Marksman. 

This gentleman, from his being so famous a shot, was the hero of 
the coon story, which is bo well known that it need not be here 
related. The gist of the matter was, of course, this, viz: “Are 
you Captain Martin Scott!” said the coon. “The same,” was 
the answer. “Then," said the coon, “you need not shoot; I’ll 
come down.” His reputation for accurate aud wonderful rifle 
aud pistol sliootiug was richly deserved, and we are not aware 
that he was ever excelled—if, indeed, he was ever equalled—by 
any of his contemporaries. One of Ills performances with the pistol, 
which has been fully vouched for as perfectly true by his fellow 
army ollicers who witnessed It, and which strikes us us requiring 
more skill than almost any other feat we have heard of, was in 
taking two potatoes, throwing them into the air success¬ 
ively, and puttiug a pistol ball through both of them as they 
crossed, one going up and the other coming down. 

Some of bis performances In rifle shooting were very extraordi¬ 
nary. Upon one occasion he aud another officer took an old- 
fasbioned United States yager that he had, and it was determined 
which could load and fire three shots in the shortest space of time, 
and make the beat target. Accordingly, a playing card, with a spot or 
bull's-eye in the centre about the size of a dime, was attached to 
a log of wood, aud placed at 75 yards from where they proposed 
to stand. Captain Scott then took the rifle, uncharged, with the 
powder Dusk at hand, aud the balls and patches in his mouth, 
and made the three shots, “off-hand,” in one minute aud twenty 
seconds. The other officer then went to the target, and found 
one round hole directly through the centre of the bull’s-eye. His 
companion was surprised at the precision of the shot, but observed 
to the Captain that the other two had entirely missed the target. 
The Captain shook his head and called for an ax, when he split 
the log, and found the three balls in one mass, all having passed 
through the sumc round aparturc directly iu the centre of the 
card. 

The captain was also a very excellent marksman, frith a bird- 
gun, and although he was seen to make numerous shots, no one 
ever remembered to have known him to miss his bird. 

Although Captain Scott possessed his firmness of nerve and ac¬ 
curacy of sight up to the day of ids death, yet his qualities as a 
hunter were seriously impaired by age. 

While in his prime, we remember reading and seeing the ac¬ 
count (also the engraving) in the American Turf Kegixter of his 
killing successively with a pistol, while on the gallop on horse¬ 
back, on either side of him two running deer. 

Captain Scott was at onu time stationed at Prairie du Chlen, 
and in possession of a wonderfully sagacious dog—a cross be¬ 
tween the setter and pointer. This animal performed some as¬ 
tonishing feats. The Captain would, for example, while sitting 
in his quarters at the fort, with the dog at his feet, say to him : 
“Mark, I want you to go over to the island and ascertain if there 
are any woodcocks there, aud come back and tell me.” The dog 
would Instantly go to the river, swim to the island, and, after hav¬ 
ing hunted it over, return, and, if he had found birds, run up to 
his master, then to the gun, wag his tall, and make other demon¬ 
strations of joy, which made it perfectly appareut that he had 
been successful. Scott would then tell the dog to get the canoe 
in readinesB, and, Btrange os it may appear, he would take the 
cushion in his mouth, carry it to the river-bank where the canoe 
was moored, place It upon the scat, return for the paddle, carry 
that to the canoe, then go back to Scott, and look up ih his face 
with an expression which Indicated that all was ready. 

All those who are not familiar with the history of Captain 
Scott—so astonishing, and almost alone for the accuracy of his 
shots with rifle, shot-gun, and pistol—may have somo desire to 
know what became of him. We will add, for their information, 
that he was killed while gallantly leading forward his command 
In that most sanguinary battle of Uio Mexican war, “Molino del 
Key." 

Although, like most of us, be had his faults, yet, upon the 
whole, Captain Martin Scott was a pleasant companion, an hon¬ 


orable man, a kind brother, and a gallant soldier.— E. J. 11. in 
Californian Exchange. * 

Ducks Conveying Their Young. —Mobile, Alabama, Sept. 1, 
1877.— Editor Chicuyo Field; —Noticing in your issue of August 
23rd, speaking of ducks conveying their young on their backs, 

I once witnessed a very interesting scene while fishing in a pond. 

My attention was suddenly attracted by a splashing and rippling of 
water when I saw an old duck with two young ones which ap¬ 
peared to be one or two days old. Curiosity aud expectation of 
capturing them, caused me to watch them very closely and soon 
1 saw the old one fly up to a hole iu a large gumkrue standing 
on the edge of the pond and enter It. In a few minutes she re¬ 
turned to where the first two ducklings were left, with oue duck¬ 
ling in her mouth, which she held by the ueck, and one on her 
back. She continued to bring them down in that way until thir¬ 
teen were safely deposited on the water. It was an interesting 
sight to sec them swimming after the mother. I watched the 
young ones for many days and laid various plans for capturing 
some of them to domesticate; but they were too cunning, and 
soon became sufficcntly fledged to Beek other feeding grounds. 1 
have often seen our tame Muscovy ducks build their nests Up iu 
hollow trees and bring their young down in their mouths. 

The gardeners, fishermen and inhabitants of our marshes, bays 
and rivers report that an unusual number of young ducks have 
been seen this season, though, none have beeu thus far brought 
to market, owing to our game law. As the negro and ignorant 
pot hunter have quite a scare on them for fear they may violate 
the law, aud it lias so far proved a great blessing to the true 
sportsman. The miserable cuss of a pot hunter aud the horde of 
idle negroes who depend entirely during the Winter inonthB on 
hunting for a living, with their infernal curs have nearly de¬ 
stroyed all of our local game iu the shape of deer, turkeys and 
quails. They even go so far as to shoot them on their nests aud 
take the eggs; and we have some gentlemen who profess to be 
sportsmen w ho have done equally as bad, for they have killed the 
old ones, and the young before they were half feathered and 
scarcely out of the shell, when nothing but a stick was needed to 
kill them us they were not able to fly away from them or their 
dogs. As old Ferry says, they are really so damned mean, that 
when they die, unless they take their own brimstone the devil 
will not take them to burn. 

Ouk Washington Correspondence. —Washington, D. C., 
Sept. 3, 1877.— Editor Chicago Field; —A press of business has pre¬ 
vented me from writing a Hue until now, although Items from this 
vicinity arc scarce. Saturday the Beasou for reed birds and orto¬ 
lans opened, and it sounded iu the vicinity of the different marshes 
like the “glorious Fourth.” 

1 am glad to say that before the 1st of this month our police 
became unusually vigilant, and caught a number of shooters, 
white and black, and made them pay the penalty. All kinds of 
guns were confiscated, but “bob-tailed” muskets most prevailed. 

Our crop of birds is unusually large, and fine sport was had on 
Saturday. One party bagged four dozen and odd ortolanB In a few 
hours shooting, and another party on one tide killed one hundred 
and eighty. Summer ducks are very plentiful, but I have not 
yet heard of any being brought to bag, though numbers have 
been seen. 

If kind Providence and "Old Frobs” permits I want to take 
a trip on Thursday. I have a good skiff and pusher, and hope to 
meet with lot6 of success. 

From down the river wc are hearing such good reports of the 
numerous covies of quail that our trigger fingcre begin to work, 
and wc arc auxious for the time to hurry. So far I have not been 
able to get a good dog. My exchequer is too low to buy one, and 
I will huve to depend on the dogs of my companions. Poor old 
Shot! How I miss your eager bark and wistful look whan I go 
Into the country! 

To-morrow commences the field trials on grouse. I am sorry 
not to see some more noted dogs down among the entries, not 
oven Dr. Leas’ “circus pup.” I shall await the result with great 
patience.

An Oregon Girl’s Skill with the Kikle. —Miss Melissa 
WilBon, of Sheridan, Yamhill county, of panther notoriety, has 
again made herself famous by killing another of these animals.

They 
soon treed a targe panther up a lofty fir tree, and Miss Wtlsou 
put a bullet right between his eyes, bringing him down dead at 
the first shot.— Portland Oregonian.

FIRST DAY—Aun. 28. 

The August race meeting at Long Branch commenced yesterday at 
Monmouth Park under the most favoruble circumstances, and a fair 
attendance of spectators witnessed some really good racing. The 
judges' stand was occupied by General Van Vllet, John G. Uccksher, 
Colonel Fellowes and J. G. K. Lawrence, Messrs. Ellis and Johu 
lioey. Jr., were on tbe distance stands, and tbe timekeepers were Mr. 
D. D. Wilbers aud Judge Munson. The secretary of the meeting. 
Captain Connor, also officiated as eturter. Tbe raceB to-morrow, will 
commence ut half-past two t*. m., sharp. / 

There were three races on tbe programme; the first a dash of/three 
qaurters of a mile, for all ages, with maiden allowances, which was 
won very cleverly by Duchess, a fine looking filly, three years old. by 
Leamington, out of Morlacchi. Egypt made u good run, and was 
beaten by a neck for first place. Tbe second race, mile heats, for nil 
ages, was won by Partnership. The first heat fell to Iluilie F.. but the 
second aud third were won by the old horse under a pull. Tbe third 
and last event was mile beats, over four flights of hurdles, and proved 
an easy victory for the roan horse Risk. 

The first race was a sweepstakes for all ages, for a purse of $200, first 
horse to receive $150 and the second $00. There were eight entries. In 
the pools Yorkshire Lam* was a strong favorite, and sold for $50. while 
the field brought. $55. After several attempts the flag dropped with 
Duchess u length In the leud, Leamington II. next, closely followed by 
Yorkshire Lass. Egypt, Dalgaieian, Iudlanola aud Klug Bee. Cyril got 
away with this last batch, but acting badly was soon two leugtbs in the 
rear. Going down tbe backstretch Yorkshire L^sa aud Egypt closed 
up with Leamington 11., and King Bee improved his position, taking 
fifth place.

They were sent away xvltb a fair start, aud Braemar Immediately went 
to the from, with Auburn next, closely pushed by Indianola ana Auut 
Betsy. They passed the half mile post with Braemar iu the lead, and 
Iudlanola, Auburn aud Aunt Betsy well up. About twentv-ttve yards 
from home Evaus gave tbe favorite his bead, and won tbe heat by a 
clear head. Aunt Betsy second and Braemar third. Dick Sasacer and 
Indianola were both distanced.

After some little delay, waiting for the arrival 
of Bencher, the lot were sent away close together. Resolute, Derby 
and Bencber rose to tbe first flight together, with Deadhead aud New 
York close behiud. Resolute theu went to the front and led over the 
uexl hurdle, a length iu udvauce of Deadhead, while Bencher, Derby 
aud New York followed in tbe order named. Going down tbe back- 
stretch Bencher went to the front, but lost bis rider at tbe oext hurdle, 
and Resolute took tbe lead, closely followed by Deadhead, Derby aud 
New York. Crossing tbe last burdju as they rounded into tbe home¬ 
stretch Resolute was still a length ahead of Deadhead and New York 
was closing up ou Derby. As they passed tbe stand New York 
went to the front and kept ibe lead as they galloped through the gap in 
tbe first hurdle.

The rac¬ 
ing was very satisfactory until the last one—the steeplechase—took 
place, and that ended in such a suspicious manner that people left the 
course in great doubt of its fairness. 

The first race was for a puree of $100, the first horse to have $75 aud 
the secoud $25; three-quarters of a mile, for all ages; maidens allowed, 
if three years old. 5 lbs; if Tour years old or upward, 12 lbs. There 
were five starters for this race. Kgypt was the favorite, selling for $65. 

Yorkshire Lass $41, Love Cbas $11. the field, including King Bolt and 
Leamington ll. $20. King Bolt lumped away with the lead aud led a 
length at the half-mile pole, Yorkshire Loss second. Egypt third. Love 
(.'base fourth, Leamington II fifth. King Bolt maintained the lead 
arouud the lower turn, Yorkshire Lass second, Egypt third, Love Chase 
fourto, Leamington II fifth. As soon as the horses were in the 
homestretch. Egypt rushed to the front, and coming away, galloped 
h»u>e an easy winner by four lengths, King Bolt second, one length 
ahead of Love Chase, the latter two lengths in advance of Leamington 
11. who was six leugths ahead of Yorkshire Las*. The time was 1:18*. 

The secoud race was for a purse of $200. the first horse to receive 
$150, the second $50; a selliug race, one mile and a quarter, for all ages. 

Shy lock was the favorite over the field at $100 to $80. Hattie F. cut 
out the work with the rail of the flag. Shylock following. King Bee 
third. Cyril fourth, Woodlaud firth, when the horse* passed under the 
wire at the judges'etADd Hattie F. led a ueck, Shylock second, four 
leugths In Trout of King Bee. the latter a ueck in advance of Cyril, 
who was a length ahead of Woodland. Going around the tnrn old Shy¬ 
lock went to the front and showed hi* head In advance of Hattie F. at 
the qoater pole, the latter two lengths iu front of King Bee. who was 
half a length ahead of Cyril. Woodland bringing up the rear, and out 
of ibe race at this point.

The fourth race was a steeplechase for a puree of $400. given by Kel¬ 
ley & Bliss, the pool sellers; the first horse to receive $300, the second 
$75 and the tnird $25; the race to be ran over the usual steeplechase 
course. There were seven entries. When the poolselling commenced. 

Deadhead and Derby sold nearly even as follows: Derby sold for $270, 

Deadhead. $260, and the others in a field sold for $65. Just before 
starting, however, a change took place and Derby sold favorite over the 
field, the peonle begluing to believe that “there waa a nigger iu the 
fence” aomewhere. When the fiag fell Derby jumped off with the lead. 

Dalgaislau second. New York third, Deadhead fourth. Bencher fifth. 

The horses ran in this order, but very slowly, over four walls, a fence 
and a stone wail, iu the order given; but Derby bad run so much faster 
than the others front tiie start, that he was one hundred and fifty yards j 
ahead of them at this Lime. They were started from behind the judges* 
stand and ran across the field to the half mile pole, and then, keeping 
close to the fence, circled to the left until they came In ihe rear of the 
furlong pole on (be homestretch. Then the next jump to take was 
what is kuown as the “water jump,” In front of the grand stand. As 
Derby went over the hedge aud hole for water, he wo* nearly a furlong 
in front of all the others, and as they came up to tbiB place every one 
of them were either pulled or refused to jump, and then the race was 
over, for Derby weut about hi* business, made all the jumps cleenly 
&Dd galloped leisurely home a wiuuer of the race. A great deal of 
“make believe” was carried on by the jockeys on the other horses; but 
as none of them weut the route, Derby was awarded the first premium, 
and uoue of the others got anything. It is almost certaio that Derby 
was capable of winning os he did if all the other* had run straight from 
first to last.

Editor ChicA«<> Field: —The Great National Bench Show of 
Dogs closed last Saturday night, having been for 

sis days the center of attraction for nil the Hub 

and country far or near. Over 50,000 people visited 
Music mill, /and the enterprise has put ducats iuto 
the pocki/ts. of its managers. It was, without doubt, ilmitfcially 
a great success. The exhibit or dogs was large—over seven hun¬ 
dred—and some of the* classes were excellent—particularly the 
hull terriers, English mastiffs anil Skycs. As was to he expected, 
considering llmt the shooting season has just opened, the setters 
and pointers were not so well represented in quantity and qual¬ 
ity as could have been desired, still there were many line dogs 
among the lot, and the (lordon class was noticeably large and 
good. These latter were very unfortunate in being placed in the 
darkest part of the ball. In fuel the arrangement and classiliea- 
tion of the different, classes was very faulty, ami “not to put too 
Hue a point upon it” was somewhat mixed. There were no olli- 
clal catalogues (or i/o^itlogucs), so that 11 was an impossibility to 
give any tlog “a local habitation or (l) a name," hence I cannot 
particularism quite a number which 1 thought especially line, 
and whose names will not he found in the list of prise winners. 
Rock and Dora (with a litter) were on exhibition, and Elelio and 
Copeland’s Shot were entered in their respective champion 
classes. Elcho bore away the honors as the handsomest dog in 
the show, and he well merits them, lie is a beauty, and be¬ 
tween you and me, Mr. Editor (don't whisper it to friend Burges), 

I think he lays over Rufus just a little. On FrWay Mr. John Fot- 
tler, Jr., exhibited Red Hugh In the same box with Elelio, and 
they formed a picture which none who love beauty in the shape 
of dogs can ever forget. On general principles I despise money, 
and can call It dross with the most philosophical air, or look uptui 
it as “the root of all evil," with an eye in which there is no 
“speculation;” but I could not help wishing that I could 
afford to own such a brace as Eleho and Hugh. Several trick 
dogs were put through their paces every afternoon, and acted well 
their part, affording much amusement. The most novel, and to 
me, attractive, exhibition of training was given by Mr. Ethan 
Allen, the veteran dog breeder and breaker, of Foinfrel, Conn. 
Using a small chiekeu, about the size of a quail, for a game bird, 
he placed it in every conceivable position, betw een the fore legs 
and hind legs, and on the back, even, of the setter, and in each 
and all she pointed as staunchly H6 if In the field, and notwith¬ 
standing the barking of dogs andt the loud applause 
of the audience she never once broke her^point, until Mr. Allen 
“flushed the bird," by putting it in another position. Straugcly 
too, her points had all the grace, beauty ami rigidness of a field 
performance on real game. This exhibition was given on the 
stage in front of the boxes containing Shot ami Elcho, and it was 
a beautiful sight to see Elcho back the bitch in grand style, which 
he did for a long time, until he appeared to find out it was only 
play, und became disgusted. The chicken was well trained too, 
and Bliared the honors with the bitch, On the whole, 1 think the 
show must be set down as a success, and it will no doubt do 
much to awaken an interest in dogs and be one step towards that 
more careful breeding which is so much needed and desired In this 
country.

RULES. 

1. Every person who wishes to exhibit at any Bbow held under 
the National American Kenuol Club Rules, muHt at the time o[ 
entry clearly Identify by name und age (If known) the dog ho in- 
tends to exhibit, and the name of the sire and dam (If known) 
must be given. If the name, of a dog has been changed it is nec¬ 
essary in entering the said dog to give bis old us well as bis new 
name. 

2. If a dog shall be entered without being dearly identified a 8 
directed in rule 1, lie shall forfeit any prize that may have been 
awarded him, and if the omission be detected in time he shall 
uot t)e allowed to compete, and shall forfeit ull entrance fees and 
subscriptions. 

3. The committee or authorities of any show hell under the 
Kennel Club rules may reserve to themselves the right to exclude 
any dog or dogs belonging to any person who has been proved, 
to the satisfaction of the committee of the Kennel Club, to have 
misconducted himself, In any way, In connection with dogs, dog 
shows, or dog trials. 

4. No dog shall be qualified to compete, or entitled to receive 
a prize, if awarded, who la suffering from mange, or any other 
form of contagious disease. 

5. A person, duly qualified, appointed by the committee, shall 
decide whether a dog is, or is not, suffering from mange, or uuy 
othcr contagious disease, aud shall give his opinion immedi¬ 
ately to the secretary or committee of the show, in writing, ami 
if found to be atllictod with any such disease, the dog shall he at 
once removed. 

t>. A dog that lias been exhibited, or has won a prize iu a class 
exclusively for puppies under twelve months old, is not thereby 
excluded from being exhibited In a class where previous prize 
winners are not allowed to compete. 

7. All imported dogs and their progeny on both sides (but not 
the progeny of the latter) shall be entered in the imported class 
and be debarred from entering in the native class; but no native 
dog shall lie debarred from entering in the imported class. 

8. Dogs are to be judged according to the standard from the 
Fancier*' Gazette. 

9. No dog shall be penalized for having a docked lull. 

No. dogs belonging to the St. Louis Kennel Club, will hi: 
entered for competition. 

Entry fee $2, where the first premium Is $20; but dogs ami 
puppies entered lit a class where the first premium is luss than 
$20 will he charged $1 for entry. 

Dogs may be entered for sale by paying a fee of $1. 

Allowance wilt be made for dogs that have been worked this 
season.

A »u!i this Journal, tho interesting subject, “What Is Instinct!” 

fnduced W devote a little of my time to the question. 

'si.It Iona Since It was, conventionally speaking, universally hu¬ 
ll .!i that the lower animals were guided In their actions by tn- 
Mm-'t and man by reason. Eminent psychologists of the present 
day,' for "instance/Dr. Baynes, Professor of Metaphysics In St. 
Andrews, taught: 

Would thou destroy the dignity of man. 

And lower him with the brutes—depose fair reason. 

1 think also that I am Justified In saying that this belief Is the 
result. If Indeed, not a part, of our religious training, which 
fuol.tus that we have souls, and that our souls reason; the 
l„„ er animals have not souls, therefore they cannot reason, hut 
(Kid gave thorn Instinct to guide thorn. This belief Is used to 
etnlaiti or account for man’s Immortality and responsibility, and 
f„r the mortality and irresponsibility of the lower animals. I 
! beeu educated In Scotland, and among my orthodox 1 rcsby- 
frian brethren what I have now stated is my recollection of how 
thev distinguished instinct from reasou. Being by nature thought 
ful ’ 1 never could accept any dogma as an established fact until it 
nossed through my rcasouing sieve, and so satisfy myself of Its 
irutlr and at this moment I recollect arguiug, when a mere boy, 
with our clergyman upon tills very subject,“Instinct ami Reason.” 
ty ( .|, at that early age I refusod to walk in the groove of my 
teachers, because I could not observe any difference in kind be¬ 
tween the intelligence of the lower animals and that of man. It 
aniieured to me then, as it does now, a question of degree. Rea¬ 
son and instinct are possessed both by man and the lower animals. 
Indeed 1 believe them to he one, just as night and day arc oue; 
there is no solution of contiguity between them. Let a man of 
ordinary sight be asked at 12 o’clock in the day,“Is it night, or is 
it day I” His immediate answer is, “It is day.” Let the same ques¬ 
tion be asked of him at 12 o'clock at night, and he answers at 
tinee “It is night.” But. where is the man that cau tell us the ex- 
set moment Which separates the coming darkness from the part¬ 
ing davl In like manner, though there is a distinction between 
instinct and reasou, yet there is no one living that cau tell exact¬ 
ly when the one begins, or the other ends, because they are one, 

,l, c fmit of our nervous organization. The higher the intelligence 
(,[ the animal the less lie has of lustlilet, and vise verm. 

Before explaining further my views of instinct and reason, I 
first will, if I can, expose the fallacy of Mr. Smart’s definition. 
Instinct he “considers to be that faculty which an auimal possess¬ 
es In commou with others of its a|ieeies, which prompts it to act 
as all or most of its kind would under similar circumstances.” Let 
'us suppose a neglected dog, prowling for food, comes Into your 
garden by means of only the hole in the hedge, hewalksonuntilhe 
arrives on your back premises, and eats whatever garbage bo finds 
l n your ash-pit. Night after night lie comes to eat there; all dogs 
under the same starving circumstances would do the same, and a 
dog in such a case would act from a similar reasoning, as the beg¬ 
gar-boy who comes to beg at the house when he is accustomed to 
get something to eat. Let us follow the dog still furttier: One 
night you come upon him, you run after him, and he makes 
straight for the distant hole in the garden hedge; all dogs would 
do the same ; yet the dog made his exit by a similar process ol 
reasoning os tells the thief detected in your house at midnight to 
retrace his 6teps to the window or door by which he made his en¬ 
trance.” Now, the logical deduction from Mr. Smart’s definition 
is, that the dog in both instances acted from instinct, because ull 
dogs under similar circumstances would act in the same way. I 
say the dog acted from as pure reasoning as the man thief did, 
and I have as much ground to say that the man acted from in¬ 
stinct, as he lias to say that the dogdld; because all thieves would 
have acted under similar circumstances as the thief in question 
did. Again, Mr. Smart would have Instinct depend upon what 
tlie majority of a spices would do. Some few cats take to the 
killing of hares and rabbits, and disdain to catch such trifles us 
mice; perhaps one cat in a thousand would act like that. Now, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Smart’s deflnition, tlie cats that take to the killing 
of hares and rabbits do not act instinctively ; because they are III 
a small minority, it is only those many who tako to the killing of 
mice which act instinctively. Tlie error is too evident for requir- 
ng me to dwell louger on it. 

There arc two kinds of knowledge, one Is derived from the 
parents, that is, it is innate or horn with the offspring, the other 
Is taught us or acquired by individual experience. When an 
animal acts by tlie former lie acts instinctively, when he acts try 
tlie latter he acts rationally. For Instance, tlie first time a lien 
calls upon her chickens, telling them she has got food for them, 
the chickens run to her eagerly, evidently knowing what, the lieu 
means, the next moment the hen, seeing a large bird flying above, 
gives the danger cry for the lirst time, the chickens evidently 
knowing what she means, run away even from under her, anti hide 
themselves wherever they best can. Both those instances arc 
capital illustrations of instinctive acts, the chickens having no 
experience or teaching in the mother’s cries, obey as correctly and 
immediately as the best trained soldiers do their officers. If on 
the other hand, you take a whistle, and by means of It cry upon 
your fowls, for the first time they will either be indifferent or run 
away from fear; they certaily won’t come to you; but if you con¬ 
tinue day by day to whistle and throw food on the ground for 
them, they will by-and-by come to understand what you mean, 
and run to you whenever they hear your whistle. Thus they act 
rationally, because the knowledge which prompts them to run to 
you has been acquired from experience. I shall also say to Mr. 
Smart that all fowls will act like this. 

The anecdote related by J. E. about the hen and chickens does 
not, in my opinion, denote either Instinct or reason, but was a 
mere accident. To explain what I mean, and the better to see 
my argument, I will mention here what happened to a heu and 
chickens I once possessed. I set a hen on eggs ln a corner of a 
small, empty stable. To save me the trouble of coming dally to 
feed her, I put food and a deep vessel full of water ln another 
corner of the stable, so that the hen might eat and drink when 
she felt inclined. When the chickens got hatched I put a little 
food and a shallow vessel full of water near them. When the 
chickens were a day or two old, I found them away from the nest 
In the middle of the stable, and to my surprise, Instead of nine 
there were only six chickens. On searching for the missing three 
I found them drowned in the deep vessel of water I had placed 
for the hen when sitting, but forgot to remove. I thought I un¬ 
derstood how It happhhed as clearly as if I had seen it done. The 
hen, from habit, went to'drink out of the deep vessel, and the 
chickens wanting to imitate tlie mother, fell Into tho vessel and 
got drowned. In like manner the hen of J. E. was in the habit 
of being near the stream with the ducklings, and| being there oc- 
caalonSy, no doubt drank of the stream, getting out with tlie 
thickens next year, and feeling thirsty, > — A '* stream 

vherc she was accustomed to drink, and ntlng to 

lo as the mother did, got drowned.

EuiTOtt Chicago Field :—Oh, consistency, thou art a jewel, but 
I am afraid that uiy friend from Hillsdale possesses thee not, 
Listeu. He knowing that Mr. Whitford had nothing to do with 
Elclio, offered to match Rufus aud a Rufus pup ugalnst Elcho and 
an Elclio pup, yet ho now refuses my challenge because he will not 
bet on other men’s dogs. All right, didn’t he offer to bet on 
another man’s dog ill Ills proposal to Mr. Whitford! Ho (lid not 
own a Rufus pup then any more than lie does now. Again lie 
informs us that our challenge was “without good sense or pro¬ 
priety,” thanks, and that so long as lie holds the eup given at New 
York, he is satisfied. It strikes us that our challenge was for 
field work; that eup was won on the show bench;he Is challenged 
to prove the worth of his dog’s blood on game and he refuses, 
while lie falls back upon tlie barren honors of Lhc bench. In ills 
first attack on F.lcho he cured particularly for field work, now lie 
will not try the field but holds up lo our gaze tlie show bench. 
Truly, times change and moil change with them. I Should not 
now reply to his refusal to accept my challenge hud he 
left out his New York argument. However, that proves 
nothing if we are to put faith in ids article in the 
Chicago Field of April 22 1877, and we do put 

Implicit faith in It. Let us see; he says in that article: “The 
trouble with stock dog and brood bitch classes is, that there is no 
limit set to the age of tlie progeny sliown with sire or dam. At 
first sight this may not seem material, as the older the progeny 
are the better show they will make, Ate. * * * TheclaBses should then 
lie so limited asj.to.glve all stock dogs and brood bitches a fair 
show, aud tills can oidy be done by an age clause, which, while it 
allows the allowing of progeny old enough for their quality to he 
fairly judged will bar fully matured animals. Ill our opinion the 
limitation should be for twelve numths or under. Dogs at from six 
to twelve months show fairly what they will be; still they can very 
seldom compete with dogs of two and three years old.” These 
italics are my own. Rufus was shown with two of his get near 
two years old; Elcho with two of his, one a year and a half, the 
other under a year. Comment Is unnecessary. I admit, under 
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the circumstances, that the stock ilog prize wus awarded rightly, 
for Elcho was heavily handicapped. But isn’t it poor taste in tlie 
owner of Rufus to refer to that, after having “stated In public” 
such doctrine ashedid in hlsarticle of April 22,1877! Mr. Burges 
has bred to his dog und owned Ids dug’s get. I have neither bred to 
Elcho nor owned a single one of Ids get, so where, in tlie name of 
common sense, was there “no good sense or propriety in my chal¬ 
lenge!" Does my friend remember wheu his dog was beaten for 

a stock dog cup with the progeny of both competing dogs before 
the judges, and that progeny under twelve months! Mr. B. 
growls about that decision, while the dog that won that cup— 
peace to Ids ashes—ere lie departed this life proved Ids wortli in a 
public trial, and that dog’s stock lias challenged the stock it beat 
on tlie bench to a trial in the field. Did that dark shade down 

poor Erin’s back injure his nose, staunchness, or speed! Again, 

does our friend forget that an Elcho pup lias beaten on the bench 
the best pup Rufus ever got, one that Mr. B. pronounced the 
finest Irish hitch lie ever saw! But then, he never saw tlie one 
that beat her. I think, inysclf, that Rufus bitch a beauty, but I 
liave owned a bitch that heat her, and Elclio has 
sired one that heat her. Now, Rufus is..a^,Jiiit; ilog; wt 
all know lie is a grand dug, a dog that a man slnmftt Tie (irohd to 
own; his stock is Hue, yet, strange to say, there are other flue 
(logs, and other ilogn that can get stock as good. Therefore, Mr. 
Burges, do, in the name of our goddess of the hunt, he sort of 
fair, und give the devil his due; don’t run down other men’s dogs. 

You have run your train of argument upon a double track, witli 
a switch every ten tect—a switch from field work to the show 
bench, and then back again, and that switch is well worn, In fact, 
is about played out. 

I am not a betting man, and shall try to kecplclear of all bets 
hereafter. I was fairly driven to “that bet.” 

Elclio, his strain and Ilia owner, now bid this whole affair adieu 
in a most friendly spirit towards Rufus and his owner.

Sinoular Cause or Death. —Springfield, Mass., Sept. 3,1877. 
—Editor Chicago Field.— Mr. W. M. Williams, of this city, secre- 
tarv of tho Rod and dun Club, lost the Doll—Charm setter pre¬ 
sented him hy Mr. Geo. Delano last Winter, in a singular manner. 
The dog for some months had given symptoms of what was sui>- 
posed to tie canker on tlie ear, sucli as shaking of tlie head, fre¬ 
quent apd copious discharges from tlie car etc., lmt grew no bet¬ 
ter under treatment and died suddenly In Ids kennel at night. 

Mr. Williams had a post mortem made by Dr. Unis, l. 
Lyman, a skilled veterinary surgeon of this city, who found that 
an entire head of rye straw had entered the ear, butt end first, 
passed through the ineatus aud into tho mastoid cells, where it 
was firmly imbedded. Tlie ulceration finally penetrated to tlie 
brain causing death. The head of rye was not decayed, but was 

perfect in form but black as soot ; tlie beard upon tlie head of 

course prevented its exit. wil 

Upon this revelation of the cause of the dog’s death, Mr. Wil¬ 
liams remembered when tlie straw must have got In the ear. Lust. 
Spring the pup then was kept in a large store room in company 
with another, and they were playing together immediately after a 
fresh bundle of straw hud been put in the kennel, when tins pup 
was heard to scream, and on Mr. Williams going into the room 
the pup came to him holding his head sideways and shaking it. 
Tlie ear was examined and nothing found, although the dog 
would scream if it was handled. From that time dated the sup¬ 
posed canker trouble. *“ H. L.

1H77 .—Editor Chicago hidd :—\ am sorry to have to rc|s.rt to you 
the death or my Pride of Bellefonte, by Pride of the Border out 
of Fairy. Pride was 11 months Old, and with a young Gordon 
bitch that lie was very gallant with, broke loose from their chains 
early one morning, and took a long hunt, getting into a ponim h 
yard some five miles from here, and Pride began killing Ids .ffilek- 
enB, and as he says, ill great anger and on the spur of the mo¬ 
ment, he shot poor Pride dead and wounded Black Ductless, the 
young Gordon bitch. Tlie man is very poor, and unable to make 
tlie matter right in any way. 

My loss, also the public’s, especially of this part of V iiginia, is 
severe, as 1 hud intended to allow him to serve a few approved 
bitches free. Pride of Bellefonte reminded me of old Blue Dasli 
about the head. He wus one of the most, natural limiters I ever, 
or anybody else ever owned. His gull was perfect; no crossing of 
fore legs, nor raising up Ids stern when in full swing but throw¬ 
ing out his fore legs straight, and bringing Ids beautifully curved 
hind legs well under him, showing ease and beauty of motion, and 
at tlie same time did not appear to tlie eye, of going very fast, 
had killed a few doves over him; he was a natural retriever, and 
I never trained him ail hour to retrieve, or over birds, simply 
teaching him ordinary yard breaking with the whistle and hand.

Speaks for the Sim ke Collar. —Port Richmond, N. Y., Aug. 28, 
1377 .—Editor Chicago Field— As I consider It the duty of a 
sportsinun when he knows of an article that is of value to his 
brother sportsmen to communicate the same to them. I wish to 
say a word or two in praise of the spike collar made by Mr. M. 
Von Culin of Delaware City, Del., as I consider it invaluable 
to every gentleman owning u dog, and especially to those who 
handle their dogs themselves. Some twelve years ago I purchased 
a large pointer dog from a friend, he tielng unable to control him. 

1 soon found 1 had my hands full, for such a headstrong stubborn 
rascal I never came across, and had It not been for his wonderful 
nose I Should have given the task up of breaking him. He would 
find and point as stAuuch us the best, lull tlie moment the gun 
was tired he would rush in. I’d whistle "down breaks” without 
slopping him, he would liave Ills run out if the bird wus missed or 
retrieve if dead and come to heel for the whipping ill store for 
him. I have almost made the blood fly without any good results, 
and my heart would rebel for the pain I had caused him. I have 
allowed him to “bring up,” on an ordinary collar hut It had no 
good effect. Being told of a “spike collar” I had one made by a 
harness maker in the village, but It was rather a primitive affair, 
still It served my purpose. 

Armed with my new collar I started out alone one afternoon 
and just before getting to a buckwheat stubble put the collar on 
Dick’s neck ; he soon found and pointed,when I went up carefully to 
him aud put a stout cord to the collar, attaching the other end to 
my waist. Walking In 1 flushed the birds, fired and killed one 
and braced myself for his “fetching up.” This he did In good 
order almost throwing me down and sticking himself pretty 
severely.

I made much of him. Following the birds up I tried it again and 
he got another pricking. I returned home and concluded lo try 
It again the next afternoon, which I did and found the birds on 
nearly the aameground. Dick Bonn had them “spotted,” when I 
went up to him and attached the cord as before, walked In, 
flushed five birds, killed one aud braced myself for the “bringing 
up.” After allowing him to retrieve l followed the birds to a 
thicket, when he soon found and made a beautiful point just at 
the edge. As I started towards him to attach the cord tho bird 
got up, and to my surprise, Dick stood like a rock. I never had 
occasion to put the collar on but once again, anil then It was not 

the dog’s fault. . ._.__ .. , 

Von Culm's collars I consider about perfect, nnd it Is now 
twelve years since I first used a spike collar, anil would not lie 

without one. , 

I bavo a red setter pup, 11 mouths old, of the Belmont strain, 
which I taught to “to-ho” inside of len minutes. It may seem 
an exaggeration, but I’ll guarantee to make any dog, old or 
young, hack and come to heel hi two hours with one of Von 

Uulln’s collars. , 

Whipping a dog is a repulsive sight anyway, and the spike col¬ 
lar does away with it altogether, besides being Tar more humane.

THE IOWA FIELD TRIALS. 


MioMgan to the Front, 


With Nellie, A Blue Blood, Winning the 
Puppy and Champion Stakes. 


MARSHALLTOWN THE BANNER TOWN OF IOWA. 


THE BRACE STAKES NOT RUN. 


BIRDS SCARCE. 


Ou Tuesday morning:. Sept. 4th, at 7 o’clock, the cavalcade 
moved in line from in front of the Cannam House, Hampton, to 
the prairies eight miles northwest of the village on which the first 
grouse trials were run. 

The position for the order of running in the Puppy Stakes 
was drawn for on Monday evening, and that for the Champion 
or Free-For-All ou Tuesday evening. 

The trials were tedious and protracted, owing to the scarcity of 
birds. Notwithstanding that every effort had been made to pro¬ 
tect the gronnds—and it was generally supposed that the birds on 
them had not been molested—yet it transpired tliat the sAoolers of 
Hhinpton, laboring under the hallucination that the field trials were 
to be conducted in a mob style—all the dogs turned loose and 
every bird killed which could he found—could not restrain their 
cupidity, but a few days before the trials poached op them and 
carried on the destruction they imagined would be the order of 
the trials. The consequence was that, the prairie chickens were, 
if anything, scarcer than the quails at Memphis last Fall, and wild, 
so much so that while running the Puppy Stakes, dogs had to be 
let loose aod the wagons spread out so as to flush birds, which 
were marked down, and the puppies taken up to the vicinity. In 
very few instances were coveys found, the majority of the finds 
being single birds and braces; and when coveys were found, they 
were small, showing they had been shot into and broken up. 
In the five days’ trials but two coveys of any size were flushed 
over a territory travelled, the distance of which it would be very 
difficult to estimate, so extensive was it. Each day the trials 
were continued as long as there was light sufficient to see; but 
nevertheless, the Champion or Free-For-AU-Stakes did not ter¬ 
minate until after 5 o'clock Saturday evening, compelling the 
Brace Stakes to be omitted. Another cause of deluy in running 
the stakes off, was, many of those in attendance separating from 
the main body and shooting, ofteu over ground jUBt ahead of the 
trials; consequently fields were tried which had but just previ¬ 
ously been drawn. It would be well at future field trials to have 
a couple of marshals mounted, whose duty should be to prevent 
any occurrence of the kind. 

Viewed from the standpoint of the number of entries and 
quality of the dogs the trials were a success. Marshalltown is 
entitled to be considered the Bauner town of Iowa. Her sports¬ 
men responded to the call like men, and brought into the field 
dogs which were crackers; though defeated, they give the lustre 
to the wreaths which crown the victors. Jones’ Jett, Barnhart’s 
Flash, Williams’ Bob and A-hbott’e Robin are dogs which were 
beaten not on their nose, style and speed, hut ou their breaking. 

The Memphis dogs were in had shape and did nothing, which 
was caused by Mr. Winford having been taken ill immediately on 
his arrival at Geneva and remaining so the greater part of the 
time, which prevented the dogs from having the work requisite; 
especially a* they had never been used on prairie chickens before. 
During the trials Mr. Winford was in a very delicate condition, 
and in every Instance, withdrew tya dogs as soon as he saw they 
had no chance to win. The dogs themselves seemed to be in bad 
luck, as Countess was in use, and'Dog Whip was suffering from 
diarrhasa the day he ran. 

Mr. Jesse Sherwood’s pointer puppy Jack Harkaway, was not 
present, Mr. Stevens, his breaker, having been compelled to re¬ 
turn home when on his way to Hampton on account of illness in 
his family, of which he was notified by telegraph. 

The numbeT of visitors was quite large and the interest kept up 
astonishingly to the Inst. Two-seated wagons, carrying four 
persons each, were the vehicles used. 

Wc think the system of running puppies singly, objectionable 
in the extreme. It detracts from the Interest, is terribly tedious, 
consuming an unnecessary amount of time, and admits of 
the opportunity for considerable jockeying. The slow, funeral- 
galted poltcrer has an advantage over the swift-footed puppy of 
dash, and if the breaker be shrewd he can, If he has a puppy with 
style, speed, and dash, so keep him In as to prevent him from 
getting a flush while moving at a painfully slow gait, and when 
the opportunity occurs, let him out for a nhort spin, so as to im¬ 
press tlie judges with the fact that he has speed. While in many 
instances, the spurt may be a correct sample of the gait, of 
the puppy, yet It may just bo happen that ho may he capa¬ 
ble of only a short burst of speed, and therefore gets credit for 
speed which he does not possess, us speed at a trial ahonld not be 
tested by a burst, but by the average kept up during the time of 
running. Many a puppy, like many an aged dog and many'a 
horse, can show a tremendous burst of speed for a short distance, 
but soon fizzles out. We arc convinced that the sooner tlie sin¬ 
gle puppy system Is abandoned the better, and wc advise the Ten¬ 
nessee Association to run the puppies iu braces, as iu the Aged 
Stakes. It certainly is aR fair for one as tbp other. Also, it 
would be well to divide the stakes into puppies under one year, 


those under two years, and a free-for-all—the latter a term better 
suited than the present one, champion, as when the term cham¬ 
pion is applied to a stake, It is supposed It is a stake for cham- 
jdonSj whereas it is, os in the instance of the Iowa trials, gener¬ 
ally for dogs which have never won a trial. The winning dog be¬ 
comes a champion, hut caunot he considered so before. After a 
while, when trials have become more frequent, we can have a 
stake for champions; until then, it will be better to abolisli the 
term. 

As there is little doubt now that field trials have been In¬ 
augurated ou grouse they will be kept up during succeeding years, 
a few comments on them are pertinent. As conducted at tlie 
Hampton trials they are not practical; at least thajMme rules 
which arc suitable for trials on quails are not ou pralEemhlckcns 
at this season- of the year, owing to the habits of the bird, the 
difficulty exiting in deciding where a point ends and where a 
flush begius.' Scattered as tlie covics are in September, and as st 
Hampton after they liave been shot into and broken up, the large 
majority of points are on single birds, which do not lie to the dog 
as In early August or when in covies. A single bird lies to the 
dog, hut a short time after the point is established, commences to 
run and is certain to flush before the reading of the most careful 
dog; therefore that which is a flush on quails is a point on 
chickens. To make a trial on prairie chickens assimilate as nearly 
us possible to "that on quails and to resemble field shooting proper 
it should he held within a week of tlie opening of the season; 
then the birds would not he allot off, and yet young, would llo 
well to the dogs. The intervening week between the commence¬ 
ment of the trials and the opening of the season would allow suf- 
fieent time to practice the dogs. But to Jiold them on the 33d or 
33d of August with the torrid heat all-day -hunting is not possible. 
Inseperablc as is the element of chance in all contests, yet greater 
would it be if held then, as the dog drawing the middle of the day 
to work would be severely handicapped against the dog working in 
the morning or afternoon. To overcome this, which would be 
absolutely necessary, the precints of cities and villages must be 
avoided. A short distance from a railroad should pe selected, 
and on the open prairie an encampment established. Rising at 
the dawn of day and working to 10 o’clock and resuming at 4 
o’clock, more work could be done in one day than in two, where 
a drive of from eight to fifteen miles has to be taken before suit¬ 
able grounds can he found. The tedious and oppressive noonday 
abortive efforts would be avoided, and both men and dogs would 
be better for it, and refreshed by the midday rest. The lethargy 
induced from the prolonged morning to night following of the 
dogs, marring the pleasures incidental to the trials would be 
avoided. In such a locality man’s avarice would not be able to 
assert itself so conspicuously as at Hampton. Spirit Lake is such 
a place, and we recommeud its selection, and our views adopted 
for the next grouse trials. 

The entries in the Puppy Stakes numbered seventeen, and in 
the Champion Stakes thirty, making forty-seven in all. 

In the Puppy Stakes D. C. Sanborn’s (Baltimore, Mich.) Field 
Trial setter bitch Nellie won the 1st prize; the St. Louis Kennel 
Club's red Irish setter dog Berkley, 3d; Jesse Sherwood's red set¬ 
ter bitch Carrie II,, 3d, and Dr. J. Fleet Spier’s (Brooklyn, N. Y.) 
setter dog St. Elmo, 4th. 

In the Champion Stakes Sanborn’s Nellie won the 1st prize, 
George Waddington’s (Geneva, Iowa) Black Ned 3d, and his black 
and tan setter bitch Queen 3d; Dr. Nicholson’s (Fort Dodge, Iowa) 
Dusli 4th. 

Ou Tuesday the running commenced with 
THE PUPPY STAKES. 

Tlie morning was cloudy and cool, and the banked clouds threat¬ 
ened rain. • By-10 o’clock the -sun shown bright and clear, and 
the breeze just sufficient to make it comfortable Summer weather. 
At noon the air died out and it was quite warm and continued so 
until after 3 o’clock, when It breezed up and was cooler. 

At 8:15 Blackburn’s red Irish setter bitch Mag, was put down on 
the prairie and worked bv her breaker C. Will. Going off at a cau¬ 
tious puppy gait up wind she flushed a single bird and dropped to 
wing. After a trial of 30 minutes she was taken up and a move 
was made for another prairie. On the way a covey was flushed 
by one 6f the teams and marked down. Mag was cast off and 
worked up to the birds. She soon found and pointed a brace of 
the scattered covey. Lying but a second or two to the point, 
the birds began to run and she roaded them carefully and was 
staunch again, when the birds immediately flushed themselves 
and she dropped to wing. Birds were shot at by Mr. H. P. Will¬ 
iams, who shot for Will, but were missed. Mag remained charged. 
Ordered on she flushed three single birds in succession. Having 
had her five opportunities, she was taken up. Down altogether 
45 minutes. For a young bitch but 111 months old,'she showed 
good nose, style and speed, and gives promise of being good 
when she has matured. 

The black setter puppy Fred was next put down on the same 
scattered covey and worked by his owner, Chas. Osborne. Going 
off at a slow gait and paying attention to the foot rather than 
body scent, he, up wind, flushed a single bird and dropped to 
wing. Osborne killed the blnl and he remained charged. Going 
up wind he flushed again. Ordered on, he increased his speed 
and range, and found and pointed staunchly a Binglc bird. Mag 
was brought up to back aud refused; roading up to and past Jeff 
she uusteadied him, and he ran in and flushed. Bird was shot at 
and he dropped to shot and retrieved well, hut as retrieving did 
not count In the Puppy Stakes, he got nothing for it. 8ent on, 
he found and pointed a single bird; bird ran, and he roaded and 
pointed again. Bird was flushed and killed by Osborne, when he 
dropped to shot He was now taken up, having had five oppor¬ 
tunities. Down 35 minutes. 

It was now 9:50, and the red Irish setter Berkley was called. 
He was worked by his breaker, C. B. Whltford, and put down on 
the same prairie grass worked by Msg and Fred. Drawing it 
blank, he was taken down to a slough where another covey, 
flushed by one of the teams, had been marked down. It was evi¬ 
dent from the cautious, crouching gait of Berkley, that Whltford 
had profited by the experience of Memphis last Fail, and Berkley 
was another funcral-gaited Isabella. Watching this dog crouch 
and crawl brought back to our mind vividly the disgust we felt 
for Isabella at Memphis. Advancing at a gait of about a quarter 
of a mile au hour, he found and pointed staunchly a single bird. 
Whltford flushed the bird but did not shootat it; Berkley dropped to 
wing. Sent on, lie pointed where a bird had but recently flushed, 
and discovering his error, moved on, He next found and pointed 
In rapid succession two Binglc birds, and dropped to wing to each 
when Hushed by Whitford. Taken up and watered lie was sent 
on, and as he advanced over tlie slope when out, of view of the 
crowd he let out a reef and showed a hurst of speed, but waB 
quickly brought back to hiB funeral gait, and potnting a bittern 
was scored a false point. Whltford, it was very evident to every 
one, did not like the slough Id which he was, and tried to avoid 
rather than find the birds—knowing in such a place flushes pre¬ 
dominate over point*. A move was made for a fresh Held, when 
Mr. Stnythe’s pointer Sport found nnd pointed nicely. Mr. 
Sroytlie flushed the bird,and being marked down Berkley was sent 
on and soon found and pointed It. Tlie bird ran and ho roaded 
nicely and stood again. Whitford flushed and killed the bird, 
and Berkley dropped to shot. Sent bn, coming down wind he 
flushed a single bird, and was taken up, having had five opportu¬ 
nities. Down 1{ hours. 


A move was now made further west, and half an hour later 
lunch was eaten. Mr. Waddlngton supplied tlie place of the 
much lamented, absent Guido. 

Lunch over at 1:10 the Field Trial setter bitch Nellie was cast 
off in the prairie grass and, worked by her owner, D. C. Sanborn 
started uff at a fast gait quartering her ground graudly; a bird 
flushed by one of the teams was marked down in the prairie and 
she was worked up to it. With the wind on her quarter the bird 
flushed itself, rising to leeward several feet and behind her after 
she had passed the spot, for which she got a flush, to which she 
was not outltled, as she was not in a position to scent the bird 
was too far from it to have flushed it, and was utterly Ignorant 
that she had flushed it. She soon found and pointed in rapid suc¬ 
cession two single birds, both of them runners, which she roaded 
finely. The remainder of the piece of prairie having been drawn 
blank, a move was made further west yet, when on tho way a 
bird was flushed aud marked down in prairie, when Nellie was put 
down and worked up to it. The bird was flushed by Sanborn 
walking on to it, and Nellie soon after made u point, where 
doubtless a bird had been, but which, nevertheless, proved a false 
point, and was one to all Intents and purposes, although she was 
not penalized for it. Judge Edwards regarded It as a false point, 
Judges Long and Miller did not consider it so under the rules. 
Berkley was brought up to back and did so badly; it could 
hardly be called a back. Another flushed bird had been marked 
down in the prairie, and Nellie was sent on, when she found it and 
pointed staunchly; bird ran and she roaded and pointed again; 
bird was flushed and shot by Morgau, who was shooting for 
Sanborn, when Nellie dropped to shot. Sent on to where another 
bird hud been marked down, she soon found and pointed it; bird 
ran and she roaded, when Sauborn flushed bird, but it was not 
shot at. She did not drop to wing but stood staunch. Having 
run her score she wa6 taken up. Time, 12 hours. 

It was now 3:35 p. m. when the setter dog puppy St. Elmo was 
put down and worked by Ids breaker, Ackerman, Jesse Sherwood 
shooting for Ackerman. Going off at a fair gait he flushed up 
wind a single bird and dropped to wing. Ordered on he made a 
false point. A single bird was now flushed by the wagons and 
marked down; he was put down and pointed staunchly; bird 
ran, when he roaded and found again and pointed; bird was 
flushed by Ackerman, and shot at; did not drop to shot, but stood 
staunchly. Sent on he found and pointed staunchly a single 
bird at edge of prairie and stubble field; bird was flushed by 
Ackerman and killed; St. Elmo did not drop to shot, but re¬ 
mained staunch. Retrieved bird in good Btyle. Sanborn threwNellle 
off about this time in another part of the prairie, and while quar¬ 
tering her ground and going at a rattling gait, winding a bird she 
wheeled, and coming to a stand instantly, with her bead inverted, 
she pointed staunchly a single bird. It was a fine piece of work 
and elicited much applause from the spectators. Sanborn took 
her off her point aud St. Elmo was thrown off in the direction, 
and up wind flushed the bird. Ackerman withdrew him with the 
privilege of putting him down again if there was a chance for 
him to win. Down two hours. 

The liver colored pointer Bill was now put down at 3:30 p. m. 
and worked by his owner,W. .J- Richards, of Osceola, J. O. Watts 
shooting for him. A bird fliislled indmarked down, he was put 
down on it. He started off at agood gait and in good style, rangiog 
fairly. Bill was working up on It when Judge Miller flushed it. 
Marked down, Bill was sent on and found and pointed (t, when it 
ran and flushed itself; he did not drop to wing but remained 
staunch; bird not shot atl'v^cnt on he quartered ills grouud well,- 
when he pointed a gopher hole. Ordered on he found and 
pointed staunchly a single bird, but Richards unwisely declining 
to claim a point, and urging the dog on he flushed the bird and 
got it scored against him. Going on he flushed another bird. The 
stubble field was next drawn, when Bill at the edge of the stuhble 
field and prairie found and pointed a small covey. Birds were 
flushed and shot at, but not killed. He did not drop to wing, but 
stood staunch. Going he pointed where birds had jnst been, 
but got a score for a false point. Ordered ou, down wind, he 
flushed four birds in prairie and was taken up, having completed 
his score. Bill had just got over an attack of distemper. Down 
one hour and sixteen minutes. 

The Field Trial setter bitch Daisy was next put down at 4:50 in 
same piece of prairie from which Bill had been taken up and worked 
by her owner, George Waddington. Sent on to where the birds 
Bill had flushed had been marked down, she found and pointed 
them staunchly, but being wild they flushed themselves. A move 
was now made for the covey marked down, which Bill had pointed 
at the edge of the stubble-flcld and prairie. She soon found 
them in some weeds and prairie grass and flushed two in succes¬ 
sion, and dropped each time to wing. She next pointed on scent, 
and NelUe brought up, backed; discovering her error Daisy 
moved on and saved a false point. A flax field was next drawn, 
when coming down wind at a good pace she wheeled quickly 
aiql pointed in fine style, with her head and neck bowed, a single 
bird in the edge of the prairie. Waddlngton flushed the bird, 
and she dropped to wing; bird not shot at. A wheat stubble was 
next drawn when she flushed a single bird at the edge of a slough 
running Into the stubble field; did not drop to wing, but stood 
staunchly. Having had her five opportunities, she was taken up. 
Down 40 minutes. 

The setter dog puppy Frank was now put down in a stubble 
field, and worked by his owner, B. F. Montgomery, of Council 
Bluffs. Dashing off at a tremendous pace and showing fine style, 
he soon found and flushed a brace of birds and dropped to wing. 
Crossing Into prairie he again flushed a Blugle bird and dropped" 
to wing. Passing Into a slough he got on the trail of some birds, 
and roading through some mowed grass he flushed a brace and a 
single bird In succession at the edge of the stubble field and 
prairie; dropped to wing.

Hopklnson and wife, Mr. litateland and wife, son ami niictc, 
all of Chicago, on Friday, the unlucky day; but It etrikesn 
that I shall always start on Friday hereafter, for a more enjoyable 
or bettor time your correspondent never had. 




































THE CHICAGO FIELD. 


When w« reached Capt. Purker'B station wo found two double 
carriages and one slnglo carriage with express wagon. TIiIb is no 
hotel, but the way Capt. Parker la prepared to receive his friends. 
On reaching his elegant mansion, which is located on a very com¬ 
manding spot, overlooking the Ooouomowoc Lake, and taking a 
little walk around his grounds, and a walk around Ills house on 
the piazza, which is one-elxteenth of a mile, will give you some 
Idea of his elegant house, Bald to he the finest, in Wisconsin; hut 
tve, had hut little time until the dinner hell Bounded. After din¬ 
ner the. little steamboat was all fixed up and ready for a trip out 
on the lake. After taking a eirele around we pulled up to Gilf¬ 
ord a Summer resort, where we met many of our Chieugo peo¬ 
ple. VVe met Mr. Booth and wife and two daughter. They 
have been spending their Summer there, Mr. Booth going up Sat¬ 
urday night, and staying over Sunday with family. Sunday some 
attended church, and some went out on a yacht, and trolled for 
Osh. This lake has boss, pike and perch. This Summer large 
quantities of cisco were caught In this lake. Ill the afternoon 
we all took a drivo over to Pine Luke, and visited Mr. Sands, an 
uhl Chicago man. Mr. Sands haa a very elegant home on the 
hanks of Pine Lake, and a flue pleasure boat, which 
carries about thirty-live, with other boats for rowing and tisli. 
Mr. Sands is a great lover of his rod and gun, and devotes much 
of his time to both. Monday forenoon whh spent in riding over 
to Oconomowoc and Inviting friends of Capt. Parker, sending 
word to Gov. Ludington as I was there—ami others from Chi¬ 
cago—to come over on the evening train; that there was a spare 
bed and a K. and F. that he could have to use and accompany us 
down to Mr. Dausoimui’s fishery, some twelve miles of a drive, lie 
being one of the Wisconsin Fish Commissioners. There Mr. 
llauseman has a large, building which was once a cheese factory; 
he has converted it into a boarding house and is prepared to give 
trout dinners to a very large party and to have everything in 
readiness. Col. Mann, Capt. Stone, Clms. llopkiiison and myself 
started ahead to make all preparations for the party on Tuesday, 
and to secure some wild trout for Tuesday dinner. We reached 
thereabout 5 i'. M., secured poles and lines, and started down be¬ 
low the ponds, on the creek which runs fur a mile along through 
a low, marshy bottom, and the stream well shaded witli high 
gross; but the Hah were not seizing and we did not get over a 
iloxou, but they were very line; three of them would weigll from 
ii pound and a half to two pounds each. After trumping through 
flic grass and over tile marsh for nearly t\vo miles, boots full of 
water, and on reaching home and comparing notes, we found all 
bad one foot wet, if not both. We were only just ready when 
the hell sounded and a trout supper Was ready, and Hie trout 
were, cooked perfectly elegant; hut after eating about three I lost 
my appetite and would not take any more. I did uot keep a run 
of how many the others ate. After supper was over the two boss 
fishermen against the other two sat down to a game of seven up, 
and I think tile two bosses were ahead about twelve o'clock. On 
retiring time that night wo hud a heavy rain, and l,lie next morn¬ 
ing it was raining till about a o’clock, but us soon as clear we 
started again after fish but did not travel quite 

as far as the night before and with only about 

tlie same success. We laid uuly got back and hung upour socks 
to dry around on the piazza, and witli coals and boots olf and 
but farejy started on a game of seven up when down came the 
ladies and gentlemen and rushed right in upon us, and your cor¬ 
respondent being naturally bashful, you can scarcely imagine 
how embarrassed I was, Imt in a few minutes we recovered and 
were showing the ladies around the |smili, ami Mr. Houseman's 
very extensive fishery, which is one of tile largest trout breeding 
establishments in the I nitial States. At 1 I*, si. we sat dow n to 
one of the dinners of Dives of trout and champaign, and till; best 
money could secure. During tile dinner Capt. Parker staled that, 
linv. Ludington was expected to tie present nil tills occasion, hut 
oil account of the urgent demands for pardons, he, till' Governor, 
was not here, hut a Mr. Harrison Ludington, of the same name, 
could speak for him, which tie did in hits very cusy maimer, and 
should any pardons lie needed by any, he would intercede for us, 
Tlie toasts on this occasion, of which a full detail would take too 
much room, Imt suffice it to say we returned to Capt. Parker’s a 
very happy party. Tlie next day a trout dinner ut Capt. Parker's; 
among those invited were Dr. Da Coven, Episcopal bishop, who 
looked after tlie spiritual part Tlie Doctor is of the high church, 
and I think most of tlie Captain’s guests were of Hint, persuasion. 
Altogether I had live meals of trout in six days. Tlie Governor 
came to stay over Tuesday and stayed over Wednesday mid went 
up to stay three days and stayed six. The assurance you had that 
you were welcomed was from tlie Captain’s very accomplished 
wife and her pleasant and easy manner, cannot help Imt make 
one feel at home, and his courteous soiq Charles Parker, who 
takes such an interest in his father’s guests. You cannot help Imt 
put tills down as a happy home, ami such whole-souled, big hearted 
men as Capt. Parker, this world cannot afford to spare, as they 
are too scarce.

A Stranok Fish in me Missouri Itiven—W iiat is it?— 
Omaha, Sept. 3, 1877 .—Editor Chicago Field :—A tisli was caught 
in the Missouri river opposite this place to-day of tile following 
dimensions and description: Ten and a halt inches In length from 
end of snont to end of tail; body thick, measuring live Inches 
round in frout of ventral Hus; weight, eight ounces; color, bluish 
gray on tlie back, lighter on the sides, belly white. Pectoral and 
caudal fins eighteen rays each; dorsal, ventral aud apal fins eight 
rays each, each ray of tlie latter spreading and dividing Into sev¬ 
eral smaller rays at outer end. A distinct line along midside, 
running the entire length of the body, tinged with red. Head 
small and pointed; mouth small and entirely without.teeth; scales 
nearly round and a fourtli of an inch broad. It is tlie first of the 
kind tlie writer Inis seen taken from tile Missouri or its adjacent 
waters. Is it a whiteflshi If so, whence did it comet Will Mr. 
Jerome, Mr. Green, or some other plscutorinl savant, who may 
happen to see tliiH unscientific description, give their judgment of 
its species and any information or suggestions relating to it! I 
may add its flesh is blutsli white before being cooked, and 
alien cooked, white aud of good flavor.

A Bear Story.— Chicago, Sept. 10, 1877 .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—During my fishing trip up North, I had to wait, for' the 
coming train three hours. It was in a locality where a great 
many bearR have been seen this season; an old settler told us this 
yarn as u botuijlde bear story. lie said a neighbor living east of 
tlie G. R. A: I. R. R., eway up in tlie forest, went to bed one night 
early, imt was awakened by a terrible squealing In the pig-pen.

ciding. Ans.—We prefer a setter, as we consider niiu a fur more 
generally ueeful dog than a pointer. 

R. R. M., Buffalo.—My terrier had his fore leg broken some time 
since; it was set, but In using it the bandages probably gave wuy aud 
the consequeuce is the foot Is turned slightly outward so that it injures 
the dog's appearance. The boues are probably not hardened yet und ir. 
has occured to me the fool may be turned back by proper appliances 
What is your opinion in the matter? Ans.-We doubt if It cun be, 
hut you had better show the dog to a good surgeon aud get his opinion, 
by sxamiuatiou of the case. 

F. S. G., Kocksbury.—I have a setter that, is all red, and generally 
called au Irish setter, hut upon tracing his pedigree hack three genera¬ 
tions I find hi in descended from a Gordon bitch. Am 1 justified in call 
iug him Irish and so entering hi in in the forthcoming Kennel Register? 
Ans.—No. That accurucy which is essential to the value of such a 
work as the Register is iutended lo he. demands that the dog be called 
bv some name, such as Irish aud Gordon, that will show he is of mixed 
blood. A class of cross bred setters will be included with others for 
the entry of just such dogs as yours. 

W. S., Canton.—My dog bus a large swelliug j ust below the rectum, 
caused. I think, by a kick he received some three weeks since. The 
swelling resembled a tumor, was hot, and after a while broke, dis¬ 
charging u thick and very offensive mntter. It bus continued to dis¬ 
charge for about teu days, aud though the swelling has decreased, the 
opening, which 1 h iii the upper part of the tumor, does not close up. 

1 have bathed the place and rubbed different salves into it without 
effect. Cun you tell me what to do? Ans.—The place does not heal 
because from the position of the opeuiug Lbe matter does uot enlirely 
escape, but lies iu the bottom of the sac aud poisons the flesh, causing 
u constant secretion of pus. The first thing to do is lo open the tumor 
to its lowest depths by inserting a knife at the present opening, push¬ 
ing it steadily dowu and then cutting out so that the whole inner sur¬ 
face will be exposed, and all pus find a free outlet. After allowing the 
wound lo flow for a few moments, carefully open the cut aud thor¬ 
oughly wash the interior with tepid water and castlle soap, then bulhe 
with a weak solution of carbolic acid. Get the usual solution Trout a 
druggist ana reduce one-half with water. Use three times a day. 

W. E , Kansas City.—My pointer hitch had six pups two dajs since, 
but all have died. 1 think the bitch was in bad health and her milk 
poisoned tbc»m. The bitch haa now high fever, wiib hot dry nose and 
difficulty in breathing; her bag Is much swolen and very hard, so that 
I caonot press the tnilk from the teats. What can I do to save her? 
Ans. -Give every three hours.one drop of acconite and Lbeu oueof bella- 
douua, given alternately und Use the fluid extracts. Get smarlweed 
leaves aud make a hot strong poulilce, which biud over the udder and 
renew us often as it gets cold. When you take off the poultice, mould 
the teals with the fingers, hut gently, so as not to injure the hitch The 
acconite will reduce (be fever aud the belladonna remove the iiillama- 
tion while the poultice acts upon the teats to soften the caked 
milk. As soun as you see u change for the better increase the time be¬ 
tween the doses, butcoutimte the poultice till you cau press the milk 
from the teats which do regularly several times u day (ill nature re¬ 
duces the supply. As euch teal softens rub a little lard over lbe sur¬ 
face which will aid iu keeping them soft. Keep up the bitches 
strength by frequent smalt doses of beef tea. and be sure to give plenty 
or pure fresh water.

P. L. C., Nashville, Tenn.—One of our horses has & bad sore on his 
back from a saddle gall; it is about turee inches from the spiue, just iu 
the hollow of the back; it is slightly hollowing und malterutesaud fails 
to heal after the application of everything we cau think of. Will you 
please give us a prescription through your veterinary answers, that 
will heul It up? Aus. — Wash it clean with casiile soap suds and touch 
It well with blue vitriol twice a day till a healthy action is sot up. aud 
you see there is a tendency to heal, then, instead of the vitriol, wash it 
with a healing lotion of—acetic acul two ounces, tannic add one ouuce, 
and water one quart; mix and apply twice a day. Remove ail pressure 
aud friction frout the part. 

U. L. M.. Stratford, Out.— 1 have a driving horse that slipped and 
sprained his hock a few days ago; it lamed hint a little right, off, but 
was not very bad till next morning, when he conld not bunr any weight 
on It, and it was very much swollen, especially on tlie inner and lower 
1 part, and is very sore, cannot bear to have it touched. J have washed 
It with hot salt and vinegar, hut it dou’t got well as fast as it ought to. 

Is there anything better for it than the salt aud vluegar? Ans.— 
Sprains are generally quite serious, particularly of the bock or other 
parte that are mostly tendonous rather than muscular. Foment it well 
twice a day with hot water; rub dry and rub some of the following lini¬ 
ment well in with the band, take of arnica, diluted liquor ummonia. 
spirits of camphor. one ounce each, and water one pint ; mix. Give - 
absolute rest tor two or three weeks, and keep on soft feod. 

T. C.— 8t. Joseph, Wis.—M y road horse, which is very fast, has au 
enlargement ou his right fore fetlock, just a trifle above the jolut; tbe 
bone lu frout is all right, but on each side, and immediately iu front of 
the suspensory ligaments, hard, bony enlargements exist, which give 
the fetlock a bad appearance,and as he Is inclined to travel pretty cfosu. 

I have to wear boots ou him, to prevent his striking it. It has becu so 
about two years; does not lame him at all, but looks so bad that I 
would like to have It removed. If possible. Is there anything that can 
be done to remove it without injuring the horse? Ans. —Now that tho 
enlargement Is perfectly hard and does not laine him, h would he the 
helgbtb of folly to interfere with it. Usually enlargements in the place 
you speak of are sources of great lameness, und frequently resist all 
mild treatment, and have to be fired and blistered thoroughly. 

A. D. C., Toledo, U.—As l was driving a colt a few days ago he ran 
against a knot or rometblng and made a bad wound on the point of the 
shoulder about an inch deep, and an Inch and a half in diameter; it 
swelled some buL I washed It in warm salt aud vinegar which took iho 
swelliug ana soreness out but it don't seem inclined lo heul; I buve 
dusted liine on it but without success. Will you please tel! me of 
something that will heal it up? Aus. -if there is n sack formed that 
collects the matter os it is formed you must either make a dependant 
opening or sop It out clean two or three times a day with u-»potige; 
keen it clean and apply some of the following bilious take of carbolic 
acid one ounce, water one quart, mix; and lake of sugar of lead one 
nance, sulphate of zinc six drachms, and water one pint, mix; use 
them twice a day, *t*nerately, alternating them each day. If tod much 
granulation—proud flesh—spriugs up touch It with either blue stone or 
lunar costlc. 

A. B. C.. De« Moines, la.—I have a fine gray mare that has some skin 
affection that Is very annoying, both to herself and me. She itches all 
Over ho badly that she rubs aud bites herself so bard os to make sores ; 
there are small spots on her neck aud head where the Muir is off, tint 
no raw spots except where she has rubbed It sore. I feed her Imy aud 
oats and a little corn meal once a day Can you tell me what 
Is the matter with her aud what to do for it? She is well otherwise und 
In good spirits. She haa beeu so about six weeks aud none of (lie 
others have caught, it. Ans.— Wo think it is a species of nurfeit caused 
by a long continued abundant supply of highly nutritious food. Keep the 
inure on bran mashes for a couple of days, then give her a purgative of 
Burbadoes aloes six drachms; for au ordinary sized horse this is the dose 
for this time of tb t year. After a week give her a powder in her feed 
night aud nioruiug, composed as follows: take of epsoin salts one 
ouuce. powdered gentian two drachms, curhoimte of soda one drachm 
and ginger one drachm; mix. Rub the skin with tbe following oint¬ 
ment: take of sulphur and oil of tar one ounce each, lard four ouuces; 
mix and apply with tbe hand pnee a day.

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“Sport in Many Lands” Reviewed. 


The beautiful and most delightful work called 
“Snort in Many Lund*,” by tlio the “Old Sheka¬ 
ry ” is one which every lover of hunting, not 
for slaughter, but with a view to the study of 
nature, must read with great interest. The au¬ 
thor of that hook lias evidently, with seureely an 
exception, seen and shot the animals he de¬ 
scribes in their native haunts, as the accuracy of 
his description of their habits testifies, The il¬ 
lustrations are really first-rate, as a rule, showing 

- the haunt of the animal, his attitude even, ami 
manner of moving, correctly. Still, there are 
one or two errors which ought to be corrected 
publicly, as wrong; illustrations lead to further 
mistakes. The plate in Vol. I, giving heads of 
animals shot in the Himalayas, in which the 
lhaar or thatr Is shown, the lowest of three heads 
is not certainly like the animals shot by the 
undersigned in' the Kumaon Himalayas, near 
one of the sources of Ganges, and not far from 
where the “Old Shekray” also hunted. The 
horns there pictured are more like those of a fe¬ 
male IMt Ammon . I beg to enclose a pencil 
sketch of a thaar’s head. Tills was a seven-year 
old buck by the rings on his horns. He was 
shot in the month of May, ISOS. The writer was 
encamped at the village of Kundee, on a branch 
of the Aleknunda, not far from the sacred Hin¬ 
doo station. Visbnoopring. There is a river run- 

- ning out of a side valley here called “Rickce- 
gunga.” I'p this gorge a pathway possible for 
liulen mountaineers, led, and was followed for 
about four hours, when the small hill-tent was 
pitched on a fiat place by a stream. Next day 
an early start was made bv the writer, accompa¬ 
nied by two of the villagers, who acted as guides 
and curried a cooking pot, guns, and blankets. 

The entire day was spent in ascending a series 
of ledges of rock, which rose perpendicularly 
above the gorge like books on a shelf which 
have fallen over loosely one way and He at an 
angle. The climbing was dangerous in the ex¬ 
treme, as it was only possible where, trees and 
bushes had grown in the faults of the rock stra¬ 
ta. Here it was constant swarming up. At 
times it was necessary to cross sloping ledges, 
which were slippery from water oozing 
over them. Tills entailed talcing off 
boots and walking barefooted and gingerly 
like a rope-dancer. Occasionally a peep over a 
ledge was taken to see if the game was in view. 

The flhooral or Asiatic chamois, “Xemorrnedua 
Oooral," was often seen (just as In the “Old 
Shekary’s” picture) stealing along the ledges, 
but not fired at. Towards evening the herds of 
“tcriua” (female tliaur) and young males might 
be expected to leave their shelter caves and feed 
ou the grassy slopes. Ascending steadily but 
slowly, with oue stop at uoon to cat, the eleva¬ 
tion gained must have been, by evening, 5,OIK) 
feet above the tent, which could be seen a white 
speck below. A black object was seen crossing 
a snow-drift, of which there were many in view-. 
The glasses revealed a bear, straight down. A 
stone could have been dropped from the jutting 
rock which would land, after its dizzy drop, 
near Bruin, yet lie could scarcely be made out 
on the snow without glasses. At last, on round- 
lug a ledge, two thaar were viewed straight be¬ 
low, sleeping on a little ledge, under shelter of 
rhododendrons, not sixty yards off. To put 
one’s chin over, lying on a ledge of rock, was 
easy, but to get the rifle over impossible. 1 lie 
onlv way to lire was to stand upright on the 
brink, one of the villagers laying hold of the 
shooter's coat, collar. The muzzle of the rifle 
was laid against the the toe of the boot, and a 
ncck-twistiDg effort being made, the sight was 
brought to bear on the black shaggy hack of the 
biggest goat. As if a thousand cannons had 
gone off together, the echoes from cliffs and dis 
tant snow-clad peaks lowering overhead were 
wakened with a grandeur quite awful after the 
silence previously; but the thaar was not hit, 
no allowance having been made for the elevation 
nut by all gun-makers on the sight. To see the 
startled creatures pitcli themselves over tile cliff 
and appear again, running along the face of 
what looked perpendicular rocks as if It was as 
easy us Hies walking ou the ceiling, was worth 
all the toilsome climb. A herd of twenty-five 
“terina” was viewed ut last, feeding up a grassy 
ledge close by a waterfall which had made a 
gorge for itself. 

One was shot where slic stood, at about 150 
yards, but she rolled over, and down she 
went Into the chasm, and could not be re¬ 
covered. Another was shot, and luckily re 
niaincd stuck in a bush. The liver and kidneys 
and some meat, were taken for supper. The 
coat of the female is brownish,with coarse straight 
hair. She weighs about TOorSO lbs. clean. The feet 
arc big, and toes wide apart, and legs strong,like 
the ibex. Tile night coming on apace, a fire 
was made in a cave; snow was me led in a 
“lota,” and a handful of tea put In. 1 he cliff which 
faced the south, was warm enough while the sun 
shone ou it, but towards evening it got very 
cold, and a storm gathered around the adjacent 
enow peaks. Huil and snow fell Taut, anu the 
thunder echoed round the rocks, now far off, 
now almost close to the cave, which formed 
shelter; the lightning almost blinding one. This 
soon passed off, and the two natives, having 
collected plenty of juniper and yew houghs, 
made soft places to lie on. Blankets were rolled 
round tired limbs, and sleep was the order or 
the night The break of day on or near the top 
of a mountain is indeed beautiful, but the view 
which greeted early risers that morning was 
grand in the extreme. The mist lay below In 
the valleys, above rose the five mighty peaks 
known as the “ Paunch Chluab,” all within ten 
miles. A thaar track led on to the top of the 


sour, reached about sunrise. This point was 
above the birch ami white rhododendron line, or 
over 13,000 feet. The tent.'left below was aliout 
11,000 feet elevation by the ordinance map. To 
the southeast, right In. front, towered “ Nuudii 
Devi, 25,7+9.” Its northern face is of white 
marble, sheer down a mile perpendicular, ton 
Steep for snow to lie, hut nearly us white us the 
driven allow which forms the cone. The son 
tips the cone witli cream-colored light, 
approaching to rose by contrast vyfth 
(he blue of the whole snow-tilled volley 
still III Shade. Three other peaks, “Trlssool,’ 

“ltd Golihtu,” and “DoonVgiri," all over L0,- 
000 , form an amphitheatre to the south; their 
points less than five miles off as a cannon hall 
would go. (Query: would a eannon hall go 
quicker, and drop less quickly, at 13,000 ele¬ 
vation than nt sen level! Certainly. Bullets 
from a rifle Invariably shoot more point-blank 
the higher one ascends, as the writer has found 
to Ids cost. The elevation put on by the gun- 
maker, by thickening the rib, will seud the hall 
over an animal's back at fifty yards, when you 
are at 13,000 feet above sea-level.) In the Imsin 
between these snow-clad giant mountains lay »" 
accumulated moss of snow and ice. The “Keen- 
dee glacier” (though an infant compared to the 
“.Mtllem," which is thirty-six miles long, lying at 
back of “Nuiida Devi,”) Is a tolerable big block 
of ice. It fills the valley like a man’s hand, ly¬ 
ing between the everlasting snows, which many 
a Winter storm has drifted into its depths. 
Fresh driven snow-beds are. to be seen weird 
white, and of depth unknown, all up the 
steep mountain sides above the glacier, delicate¬ 
ly shaded, and the wind is already beginning to 
blow a light cloud of dry snow, like smoke, up 
the slopes, though not a breath of air stirs be¬ 
low. All this Is too beautiful and too grand to 
describe, but the impression on the mind is one 
which will last longer than sermons. It Is In 
such scenes that the hunter learns the 
grandeur and excellence of nature, and is repaid 
thousandfold for Ills toil and hardship 
in seeking out the wild animals, which 
are the the living things without which these 
homes would have no tenants. As in reality so 
in recollection, the hunter having had his sun¬ 
rise hour of happinesB on the mountain top, 
turns Willi a light heart, to enjoyfds hunt, scan¬ 
ning all points where the grass Is luxuriant for 
the old wild goats. At this season they live 
close to the tree line, and graze in the mornings 
above the timber; the old bucks are separate 
from the does, and in Bmall herds. The glasses 
shortly revealed seven fine old “thaar’ grazing 
on an easy slope not far off. Taking a circuit 
to get a good stalk, it was with great delight, 
and much heart beating excitement, that the 
herd was approached from behind a line of rocks 
to iccward of them. Two fine ones led the string 
as they grazed slowly up the -slope. Getting 
the rifle over by degrees while their heads were 
down grazing was a troublesome job, but at last 
the barrels were brought to bear on the neck 
of the leading thaar. After waiting a minute 
till tlie breathing became steadier, the gradual 
pull of the trigger ou a very fine head was fol¬ 
lowed by the report and familiar thud. No. 2 
was a like success, and two fine thaar lay where 
they were struck. The two heads now hang in 
the writer's hall. They have no beards, but 
tlieir hacks are very shaggy, with long blacldsli- 
brown coarse straight hair. The meat at this 
season Is eatable, and the animals in good con¬ 
dition, hut after the rains and before the rutting 
season the thaar is as fat as a pig, and weighs 
over 3 cwl. The villagers had appointed 
some men to meet here from another village, 
over the ridge, and they aoon came up to the 
shots. Having broken tlieir fast on raw liver, 
they shouldered up the game and carried them 
down by au easy route to the main valley below. 
This account has been given to identify the ani 
mal by, so that there can be no mistake as to its 
haunts and lmbits. Referring again to the 
“Old Shekary,” he states that the female of the 
prong-horned antelope in the American prairies 
lias small horns! The writer has seen many 
hundreds of them, but never saw one with a 
horn. He also says that the prong-born 
(Antelocapra Americana cabree) differs from auy 
other antelope species so essentially that natur¬ 
alists will be compelled to alter its genus. Its 
horns are branched, so that it is more allied to 
the deer family. Any person examining the 
pronghorn’s horns will bcc that they bear no re¬ 
semblance to those of deer. There is a bone up 
the core—the distinguishing feature of antelopes 
from deer. They arc not dropped, and the 
prong is simply an excresenee in front, like the 
knobs or markings on the gazelle or any of the 
antelopes of Asia or Africa. Their having the 
lachrymal duct scarcely developed is in common 
with the eland and other antelopes, anil having 
no posterior false hoofs, Is not more extraordi¬ 
nary than that some dogs have no dew claws. 
There are many questions which require answer¬ 
ing regarding the origin of domestic goats and 
sheep and their varieties, which make accurate 
Information regarding the wild genera import¬ 
ant. Whether the Rocky Mouutain sheep and 
Oiis ammo »i, whose horns are so alike, are the 
same species, remains an open question; 
or whence came the domestic sheep and goat, 
and with wlmt wild species are they Identified I 
There are about six distinct named species of 
Sheep anil goals found In widely separate parts 
of the world. Are they really distinct, and will 
thev breed together! TLesc are questions to he 
solved. In studying Mr. Darwin’s most Inter¬ 
esting researches there Is one thing that strikes 
the uninitiated more and more—that Mr. Darwin 
makes no new species. We know that any given 
species may develop or degenerate Into a variety 
with very distinct characteristics; but 1 b It not 
true that nature Is fixed in her law that no 
species ever developcs into auy other species? 
Where la there a single Instance of development 


In onr time i The turtle-dove and the pigeon 
are as distinct now as over they were, 
and llie rock pigeon has run Into many 
more distinct varieties. The horse anil the ass, 
Aiul the* ilog ami the wolf art* still distinct, ami 
hybridising Is pulled short up by Dame Nature 
at the earliest stage.—H MTV Lanu, in English 
Exchange.
